Your schools are still maintaining the same high 
standard that they have in the past. I might say that they 
are better this year due to the fact that we have a well 
trained and efficient teaching staff. Mrs. Fogg and Mrs. 
Mollison are teaching their second year in the village and 
Miss Faulkner is teaching the South Freedom School. 

We are in good shape for this year financially but 
next year there is expected to be another increase in the 
number of tuition students. There are 7 seniors to grad- 
uate from the Academy and 12 to graduate from the grade 
schools.

The school rate of Freedom 
for this year is .0175 mills and thus we receive about 70% 
of the total amount due us. This equalization money may 
be used for the same purposes as the school fund. It is 
meant to help raise the standard of the schools by extend- 
ing the school year to 86 weeks, by raising the standard of 
our teachers and by keeping the school properly supplied 
with equipment and textbooks. |
